Granville. 


THE UNION OF RUPERT'S LAND, THE NORTIL 
WEST TEARITORY AND BRITISH COLUM 
BIA TO THE DOMINION—VIEWS OF THE 
ENGLISH GOVERNMENT ON THE ADVAN- 
‘TAGES OF BUCH A CONFEDERATION, 


Ottawa, Oct. 28. 

A copy of a very important despatch from 
Earl Granville to Governor \usgrave,dated 
4th August, regarding the Confederation 
of British Columbia with Canada, tas just 
been communicated to Sir John Young, in 
which the Colonial Secretary says that New 
Rupert's Land and the North West Terri- 
tory are to be united to Canada. Her Ma- 
Jesty’s Government is of opinion that Brit 
ish Columbia should also be united with 
the Dominion. Regarding the advantages 
to be derived from such a union, Earl 
Granyille says, on behalf of Her Majesty's 
Government : —“ Finally, they anticipate 
that the interest of every Province of Bri- 
tish North America will be more advanced 
by enabling the wealth, credit and intelli- 
gence of the whole to be brought to bear 
On every part, than by encouraging each ip 
the contracted policy of taking care of 
itself, possibly at the expense of its neigh- 
bor. Most especially is this true in cases 
of internal transit. Itis evident thut the 
establishment of a British line of communi 
cation between the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans 18 far more feasible by the operations 
of a single Government, responsible tor its 
progress to both shores of the Continent, 
than by a barguin negotiated between sepa- 
rate, perliaps, in somo respects, rival Goy- 
ernments and Legislatures, The San Fran- 
cisco of British North America would, under 
these circumstances, bold a greater com- 
mercial and political position, than would 
be attainable by the capital of the isolated 
Colony of British Columbia. Her Mujesty’s 
Government 4re aware that the distance 
between O:tawa and Victoria presents a real 
difficulty 19 the way ot immediate union; 
but that very difficulty willnot be withour 
{ts advantage, if it renders easy communi- 
cation indispensable, and forces onward 


matic terms, *‘ We can,” said he, * neither 
build, buy norgellan Americanship.”

The success of a mercantile murine de- 
pends now primarily on cheap coal, iron 
and lumber, The Clyde jw ever driving 
the Thames out of the fleld by its cheaper 
materials; and both Eoglish and Germins 
have utterly defeated us in the competition 
for the world’s trade. Forin this branch 
alone, of all industries, there is throughout 
the world absolute free trade. We cannot 
prohibit foreign-built ships trom epteriag 
our ports, and when here, they compete 
with ours on the basis of cost alone. The 
essentially faulty nature of our tariff stands 
out pre-eminently in this one branch. We 
‘ protect’ every raw material entering into 
an important branch of manufacture while 
we ruin the branch itself, 

To build cheap ships,we must have cheap 
lumber; but we import only small quan- 
tity, day seven and a half millions of dollars 
worth, against some fitty four millions of 
native production. Yet, on this impost,we 
lay a tax of twenty per cent ad valorem, 
which with this percentage to the importer 
may be reckoned at twenty-five per cent. 
This twenty-five per cent tax, though laid 
onthe imported article only, of course 
reaches tbe whole supply, and the ship- 
builder is placed at that precise disadvan- 
tage, as compared with his foreign rival, 

On iron, if pig iron, the builder must pay 
about $12 per ton duty, or at least fitty pe: 
cent on what it costs to produce it here; 
the iron maker making immense profits, 
while the shipbuilder, who competes with 
the foreigner, is ruined, hie tax is the 
more unreasonable in that statistics show 
that pig iron can be produced here even 
more cheaply than in meny of the most 
favored countries of Europe. 

The same ie true of coal, This indispens- 
uble material for manufacture,aud especially 
for suclia branch as iron steamers, can be 
furnished at the pit’s mouth in this country 
not less cheaply, and often more cheaply 
than that which is supplied by the best 
mines of Great Britain and Belgium. When 
it reuches the consumers in our shipyards, 
who are purposing to build iron vessels or 
machinery,it is enhanced by wll the amount 
of the duty, places our iron manufacture in 
another respect at an immense disadvantage 
as compared in the corresponding branch 
n England and Scotland, 


Other taxes burden copper and cordage, 
and in fact we may safely estimate that all 
articles employed by our native ship-builder 
are raised, on an average, forty-eight per 
cunt thereby. If, however, in spite of this 
he ventures to build hia steamer and start 
her fur Burope, he must pay on the grows 
receipts of passengers @ tax of two and a 
half per cent, and on hia profits (though 


the probability of this jaslight,) a tax of 
five per cent, bia Liverpool or Glasgow 
rivals build their vessels one-half choaper, 
enjoy the use of all articles of common use 
without duty, burn coal at half the coat of 
the American, pay smaller wages, are bur~ 
doved with only ®emall local tax of but 
from one to two onthe rental of their 
machine shops, and, floally pay an income 
tax on profitsot only one aod two-thirds 
ner cout, It will be easily seen from these 
yrief statements why the American goes to 
the wall, and why tho American marine is

Interesting Meeting of the 
Survivors of the Battle of 
Queenston Heights. 


One of the most interesting meetings, 
which took place this yerr on the anniver- 
sary of the battle of the Queenston Heights 
18(b instant, was that of those who took 
part in the glorious contest, There were 
only eight of the old heroes, and all are 
residents of the Niagara district, The 
oldest is 86 yearsand the youngest 67, and 
united they number 609 years, Weappend 
the names, ages and the capacity in which 
they served during the war of 1812: 
Daniel Fields, xged 77, pilotat the taking 
ot Fort Niagara; Solomon’ Vroman, aged 
86, guover in Vroman’s Battery ; Seneca 
Palmer, aged 78 private ; Jobo P.Clement, 
aged 77, private in flank company ; John 
Whitteo, used 72, Ecgineer Department; 
Lewis Cloment) aged 82, lieutenant ; Don~ 
can M¢Farland, aged 67, powder monkey 
or carrier boy ; Daniel Oooper, aged 69, 
regimental blacksmith. 

To listen to these old veterans fighting 
their battles o're again is described us hay- 
ing been highly interesting and instructive, 
Mr. Cooper told how he managed to get 
the British army into Fort Niagara,and how 
easy aud quick that fort was taken, and 
the Union Jack’ replaced the Stara and 
Siripes. Sentrivs were surprised and taken 
and the Yankee defenders were still more 
surprised when they were prisoners, Lieu- 
tenant Clement, who received four balls at 
Queenston Heights, two. of which were 
never extracted, described that battle in 
glowing terms—that is, the portion he saw. 
The gallant mancontinued to fight after 
being wounded, and during the Fenian raid 
in 1866, he turned out and marched, to 
meet and again repulse the foes of bis na- 
tive country.

consideration, ho married again, But this 
torrible secret has atlast crept out, Last 
yonr his nephew, the avn of the murdered 
brothor, arrived bere, and, after peouring 
the proper logal papers, proceeded to the 
farm of Costello and bad him arrested for 
the murder committed thirty ran ago.

re of Horses, 


All horses must not be fed in the sume 
proportions, without due regard to their 
ages, their constitutions, and their work. 
Because the impropriety of such a practice 
is self-ovident, Yet it ia certuinly done, 
and is the basis of disease of every kind, 
Never use bad hay on account of its cheap- 
ness, Because there is not proper nonrish 
mentin it, Damaged corn is exceedingly 
injurious, Because it brings inflammation 
of the bowels and skin disease, Chaff is 
better for old horses than hay, Because, 
they can chew and digest it better, Mix 
ebaff with corn and beans, and do not give 
the latter alone, Because it make the horse 
chew his food more, and digest it better. 
Huy or grass alone would not support a 
horse under hard work, Because there is 


Cc 


not sufficient nutritive body in either.— 
When a horse is worked hard its tood 
should chiefly be oats. Because oats sup- 
ply more nourishment and flesh making 
material than any other kindof food, Hay 
not so much. For a saddloor coach horae, 
half a peck of sound oats, and eighteen 
pound of good hay are sufficient, If the 
hay is not good, adda quarter of a peck 
more oats, A horse that works harder 
may hayé rather moré of each ; one that 
works little should bave less, Rack feed- 
tug is Wastetul. Tho better plan is to feed 
with chopped hay, from & manger. Be- 
cause the teed is not then thrown about 
and is more easily chewed and digested.— 
Sprinkle the hay with water that has sale 
dissolved in it. Because itis pleasing to 
the animal's taste, and more easily digested. 
{A tea spoonful of salt in a bucket ot 
water is sufficient.) Oats should be bruis~ 
ced tor an old horse, but not for a young 
vue, Because the former through age and 
defective teeth cannot chew them properly; 
the young horse can do so, and they are 
thus properly mixed with the saliva, and 
turned into wholesome nutriment. Grass 
must always be cut for hay before the seed 
drops, Because the juice that ripens the 
seed is the most valuable part of the hay. 
If they are sucked out by its ripening and 
dropping, the grass will not turn into bay, 
but will only wither aud grow yellow. 

A horse should have at least a pail of 
Water morning and evoning, or (still better) 
tour half-pails, at four different times in 
the day. Because this assuages his thirst 
without bloating him, He should not be 
made to work directly after he has had a 
full draught of water; for digestion and 
exertion can never go on together. Do not 
allow your horse to haye warm water to 
drink, Because, if he has to drink cold 
water, after accustomed to drink warm, it 
will wive him colic. When your horse re.

AccIDENTs.—When « horse falls whilst 
drawing a vehicle, jump down and hold 
the unimal’s head, to prevent him dashing 
it about to his own injury. Loosen the 
check rein (if you are so foolish to use one) 
and the parts of the harness fastened to the 
vehicle. Back the carriage, 80 as to get 
the shafts and traces clear, Steady and 
support the horse’s bead, and excite him 
with hand and voice to raise. When you 
have got him up, pat and crcourage the 
poor animal, and see ifhe is wounded or 
otherwise injured, Let him stand still a 
short time to recover liniself, aud proceed 
gently and with greater caution than be- 
fore,

BRILLIANT CAREER OF A CANADIAN IN 
” BRITON NAVY, 

There is no duty so pleasing, no pleasure 
so acceptable, as that which is afforded io 
chronicling the names of those who from 
time to time have distinguished themselves, 
and by fine talent, assiduous labor, and 
untiring energy, have repeatedly brought 
their native country into favorable notice, 
and bave enabled it to stand shoulder and 
shoulder with modern nationalities. Many 
have won honors which will remain green 
as long as their country’s history shall be 
studied, Canada bas her statesmen and 
orators, her merchants and bankers. In 
arma, the late Col, Dunn, of Toronto, won 
a Victoria Cross by his valor in the charge 
of the Six Hundred at Balaclava, Many 
other Canadians have won an enviable 
fame in defence of their country, The fol 
lowing sketch is to record the exploits in 
a more humble capacity of one in the navy 
of Grent Britain, 

Edward Rouchard is a native of Quebec, 
having been born there on Christmas Day, 
1823, His immediate vicinity to the salt 
water and the irresistable attractions of 
ocean commerce to him, also often employ- 
ed about the shipping, determined him to 
make the sea bis path of life, He accord- 
ingly when 15 years old shipped in the 
merchant service, where his quickness and 
steadiness won him the regard of the officers 
and men of his ship, After seven years’ 
service, being at Tower Hill, in London, 
while in his 23rd year, he enhated, in Noy., 
1845, as an able seamiwn in the Navy. Four 
months afterwards he was sent on the 
Bittern, 16 guns, where in the short spuce 
of five monthy he was made a firat-closs 
petty officer, In this capacity le was ship 
ped on the Qastor a 86 gun firigute, com- 
manded by Commodore Wyvyal. This 
vessel was ordered to the Cape at the 
breaking outof the Caffir war, in which 
he took part, having been sent on shore 
with 500 other blue jackets. They were 
ten months in the * bush,’ where by his 
bravery he distinguished himself, especially 
in his coolness while being attacked, and 
also in following the hidden bushmen 
through a valley, on which occasion the 
Kaflir Chief was taken and the war closed. 
He and his comrades when dismissed to 
their vessels by Colonel Grey, Governor 
General at the Cape, received that officer's 
thauks and he added that he would prefer

His next cruise was mude in the Styz, 6 
guns, Capt, Hall, which almost immediate 
ly was ordered to the Burmese contest, 
which broke out in 1853. For six months 
he was again on land, and engaged in the 
desultory warfare, carried on, Tn a short 
but bloody skirmish,he was severely wouud. 
edinthe leg. He wasremoved on astretch- 
er, and tor « oumber of weeks was ina pre- 
carious condition, However, he then 
rapidly recovered. He received his second 
medal then, 

As every one knows when the Russian 
war began in ’64 the whole fleet was in a 
greater or less degree engaged. Bour ves- 
sels the Styx, Hastings, Cybele, und Grappler 
went Northward near Japan, in order to 
intercept any Russian vessels attempting to 
pass that way. After waiting a length of 
time, they unexpectedly came upon two 
huge Russian men of war, off the post of 
Petropaulaski. In a sharp and sanguinary 
battle of two hours, the enemy, who was 
many times the weight and size of the 
English, struck his colors. The two yes- 
sels were taken, together with 800 prisoners 
of war, For this action, those engaged re- 
ceived « special medal, and he was parti-~ 
cularly commended by his commanding 
officer for his coolness during the engago- 
ment, On the Styz he was made Obief 
Petty Officer, which is as high as a sailor 
may aspire without a commission. 

In 1859 bis vessel, the Styx, went to 
China and it was chiefly through his in- 
strumentality that Canton fell, andthe 
Chinese war closed. He and his fellow 
“blue jackets” under command of Captain 
Hall of the Styz were encamped some hun- 
dreds of yards in front of the buge city 
gates, the position of which and the ad- 
joining wall wns so strong, that no imme- 
diate hopes of its fall could be entertained. 
So sure were the Chinese of their strength, 
that they posted nosentries along the para-

by the “tars” patrolled to the very wall. 
Captain Hall's camp was continually in 
danger from a sortie, and even serious fears 
were held by that officer that in such a case 
he would be compelled to retire from his 
position, The morning of the day on which 
Canton was taken, Edward Bouchard went 
on duty at one o'clock, and while visiting 
bis posts found everything “regular” until 
he came to the last picket, Who was nesr

He remarked it 
und they listened intently. Becoming satis 

fled that something of an unusual character 
was going on within, he procured a long 
Scaling ladder, and with much difficulty 
climbed the wall near the gute, Cautiously 
looking over, to his great surprise he saw 
an immense number of Chinese, working 
by the aid of lanterns, and quite noiselesaly 
getting gunsinto position, Counting these 
he numbered twenty, Descending he aent 
the very reluctant picket up, in order tliat 
if necessary he might have evidence to 
establish the correctncssa of his alarm, The 
picket having returned, they inatuntly re- 
ported the preparations the Chinese were 
hurriedly making for a sortie to Cupt, Hall, 
who o8 instantly took speedy measures to 
defeattheir plans. The alarm was given 
about balf past 1 o'clock, and by 8 o'clock 
twenty-one guns and o large number of 
artillorymen w ordered up. The guns, 
heavily charged with canister and grape, 
were placed in a semi-circle position before 
the gate, with the “blues” and urtillurymen 
drawn up as olose as possible, Just atthe 
break of day was glimmuring along the aky 
the moment for the dreadful work arrived, 
for then the huge gate began to open 
slowly inwards, When nearly swung open 
ata given signal, therocame from the durk 
outside & blinding flash, and the tromend 

ous battery and somo hundreds of rifles 
wore simultancously discharged pon the 
doomed and thunder struck Chinese, The 
effect of thie crossfire wae terrific in the 
extreme ; guns sod men were literally torn 
to fragm 46 and blown all over the street, 
the emptied rifles were rapidly reloaded, 
the guns dragged in through the gate and 
turned on the horrified sortie party, Ano 
thor awful volley, and a charge was made 
when awtul slaughter ensued. The result 
of all this was that upwarda of 1,200 
Oliinese were Killeot and Canton taken, 
The Chinese little thought, when preparing 
their battery for the destruction of the lite 
tle camp betore their gate, that they were 
giving an opportunity to their cnemies to 
conquer and reduce thelr town, and bring 
their Emperor to sue for ponce, 

Admiral Sterling at once recommended 
tho subject of this sketch for a Victoria 
Oross, which tomo six montha afterwards 
arrived, and waa added to the ¢ chon 
of threo medals already ou bia breast. Capt

gretted that he did not, for he certainly 
would have made proportionately as con- 
spiciousa mark, 

He was again placed on the Castor, Com 
modore Trotter, Tho fifth vessel iu which 
ho saw service was the line of-battle ehip 
Renown, 101 guns. Captain Forbes, His 
Jast ship was the Phaeton, 51 guns, Captain 
Tatem. From this man-of-war he was 
landed at Sheerness, where for sixteen 
months be had charge of ship and naval 
stores in the barracks of that port, His 
time before his discharge was too short to 
allow him to go to sea again, 

Iu June, 1866, he was discharged, having 
a Victoria Cross, four medals, a pension of 
£26 sty., besides other emoluments, and, 
above all, a character without stain or re- 
proach during a service of 21 years. 

After bidding his old “salte” farewell 
he came home and resided four years with 
his friends at Cape Breton. But he had 
forgotten his native language, aud acquired 
such love for the sea, that he found it im- 
possible to remain on Jand,and consequent- 
ly he has since been in the merchant ser- 
vico, and is now 2nd mate on the Sunbeam, 
a large vessel trading between London and 
Montreal. Mr, Bouchard saya he has not 
had time to get married, but will do s0 
this winter. He bas his friends warmest 
wishes, and they hope he may conelude the 
life so honorably borne throughout, in hap- 
piness, and that the Ports in which he shall 
heave his last anchor, may be well adapted 
to him, 


The Railway Meeting, 


At the public meeting held oa the 2nd 
inat,, in Kingaton, a number of speeches wore 
made, Among others who spoke Messra, 
Wood, of Madoc, Reid, of Hungerford, and 
Smallfield of Madoc. Their remarks we give, 
being of interest to our readers in this Coun- 
ty. Woecopy from the Jews’ report : 


Mr. Woop, Warden of Hastings, snid he 
did not appear there to make a speech, but 
to witness the feelings of the ratepayers of 
Kingston and the delegates of the Town- 
ships upon the subject of the ralway.— 
With the exhibition of feeling which he 
had that evening seen, he was much pleas 
ed, and he was also much pleased with the 
objections to a wooden road which had 
been advanced; it showed the interest 
which had been felt upon the subject, The 
residents in the back townships fully felt 
the vital importance to them of a railway, 
The distance to which parties in those 
townships had to carry their produce to 
market was becoming unbearable,und many 
persons there, on that account, were selling 
their land and removing to asite nearer 
ton market, and in many instances these 
persons removed to the neighbouring States, 
Some of them had returned to visit their 
friends and had stated that the land upon 
which they had since settled, was no better 
thun that which they had left, but the dis 
tance from market was an obstacle no in- 
ducement could prevail upon them to again 
encounter, They could not tolerate the 
difficulty of drawing grain twenty or thirty 
miles to market, And these persons who 
were leaving were of the best class too— 
hardy and industrious—who with true 
northern preseverance had surmounted in- 
numerable difficulties of situation and 
climate. This condition ot affairs would 
be remedied by the establishment of the 
proposed railway, He would tell them 
why he was not in favour of Belleville as a 
terminus to the railway, and why Belleville 
was indifferent upon the subject of uny 
railway at all. To had no personal feeling 
against Belleville, nor did he envy its 
prosperity, but he was not willing to pay 
tribute to that property, Hedid not expect 
Kingston was going to give the townships 
sum of money from motives of pure beney- 
olence, but situated agit was ut the head 
and foot of the lake navigation, with ull 
the advantages of a port for exportation, 
he could not see the slightest reason for 
giving a preference to Belleville. We do 
not make this choice for your benefit, but 
for our own, although we know very well 
that it will benefit youtoo, At present 
when farmers from a distance take their 
grain to Belloyille they are obliged to re~ 
main over vight—a very good thing for 
that place, and a reason why they care little 
for the railway. In relation to the two 
kinds of railways, he was in favor of wood, 
simply because the expense of iron was 40 
great that he feared such a railway would 
never be built, He believed wood could 
be artificially preserved so as to render it 
durable. for very many. years, as instance 
the plane of the mechanic, which, by being 
constantly oiled, would last several life- 
times. He had been told that conl oil was 
a preservative, but whether or not, he had 
no doubt that numerous preservatives could 
be found for that purpose, A wooden 
railway Was now within their reach, and 
the speaker urged its immediate adoption, 
There would be no trouble to. raise the 
neceasary funds now, and therefore he pro~ 
tested against any needless delay. No con: 
tention or bickering—let the smaller inte 
eats give way to the larger—lot the commit 
tee at once come to a decision, and then let 
the work go on, The speaker hud the 
fullest faith in the men sent by Kingston to 
the convention at Madoc, and perfect faith 
in the feelings of the ratepayers upon the 
subject, As to the amount needed to build 
the road the speaker thought that if no 
jobbery was employed, a railway could be 
constructed for three hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, Aftor this road is estab 
lished what will Kingston not do? willabe 
atop at Madoc? Nov at all, Other rounds 
would be constructud, and the development 
of the back country would progress yuar 
after yoor through the monos of cheap 
railways, He again expressed the pleasure 
he lind in being there that evening, aod th 
witnessing: the expression of feeling shown, 
and in conclusion would say that he 
bolleved that the present agitation was 
but atrikingg the key note of a system of 
cheap railways which if proved to bo sate 
factory, Would achieve more for the pros 
perity of the country than any measure 
which has yet been brought forward by any 
public person. : 

Mr, J. Rip, of Hungerford, would occupy 
but little of the time of the mouting, Ho had 
buen astoniahed and gratified at the exbibidon 
of feeling which ho had witnessed, Ho was

autumn is to be no exception, for the 
weather of thé past week has been uncom- 
monly cold; liberal showers of snow give 
4 certain prospect of an early winter. As 
@ consequence, the pork season will open 
early, ‘This is fortunate, since stocks of 
pork and pork products are very light 
both in this couotry and in the United 
States; and the only hope of a turn in the 
markets in fayor of the consumer is an 
early supply of hogs. Unfortunately this 
is not to be anticipated. Those who ought 
to know insist tliat there is a great scarcity 
of full grown bogs, and that the supply of 
heavy weights willbe of noaccount before 
the latter partof the season, ‘The lateness 
of the barvest willtend to delay the mar- 
keting of hogs to proportionate extent. 
It is a favorable circumstance that the crop 
of coarse grains of ull kinds, except corn, 
is abundant ; roots also have done well, 
and all these urticies seli at a low price, 80 
that farmers could not possibly muke so 
profitable « disposal of them us to feed 
them out to their hogs. 

‘There ia the neual amount of speculation 
as to the future of prices. On the one side 
there 1s thu iyttness of stocks, the partial 
failure of the corn crop in the West, the 
tightness of money in the United States, 
and the falling off of nearly 400,000 head 
in the number of hogs in England. as 
compured With last yeursund over 1,000,000 
as compared with 1867, On the other side, 
there is the fact that breadstuffs are very 
low and pork 18 very bigh ; that there isa 
great abundance of cheap food which will 
be fed out liberally, giving a supply of fat 
hogs late in the season ; that prices rule far 
above the avertge, and that theretore the 
chances are all ip favor of a decline, Many 
of the Cincinnatth packers have shown 
their confidence im the firm ruling of prices 
for November and December, by contract- 
ing for delivery during these months at 
$8.50 to $9 gross. 

A feature in the American trade is an 
increasing demand for bacon trom the 
Southern States, The negroes prefer 
bacon to pork altogether; ia fact, barrelled 
pork seems to be pretty nearly ruled out of 
the Southern markets. 

The average price of pork in Toronto 
for five years hus been 1864, $5.61} ; 1865, 
$7.92; 1860, $5.75; 1867, $5,360; 1868 
$7.40 ; the season of 1869 opens at $9.50 
to $10.

Death of Chancellor Van- 
koughnet, 


We sincerely regret to learn that the Hon, 
Puitir M. VaxkovonNet, Chancellor for 
Ontario, died at his residence in Toronto, 
on Sunday evening, November 7th, in his 
47h year. Mr. Vankoughnet has been 
ill for some time past, and had been ad. 
vised to take a trip to Europe in order to 
restore, as far as possible, his wasted 
health, but sudden death has brought his 
earthly career to an end at a much earlier 
pare than was anticipated by thoze who 

new him best. 

Chancellor Vankoughnet was a descen- 
dant of the United Empire Loyalists, his 
grandfather haying emigrated from the 
United States to Canada before the Inde - 
pendence of the “Thirteen Colonies” was 
established. His father who is still livin, 
wasa member of the old Assembly o' 
Upper Canada, and also a member of the 
Legislative Council, and now resides 
in Cornwall where deceased was boro 
on the 26th day of January, 1828. He was 
originally intended for the Church, butsub- 
sequently entered the law office of Mr. Jar- 
vis, of his native Town, and was admitted 
to the Bar in 1844, at the early age of 21. 
Few men had more successful practice in 
Toronto than the deceased, during which 
he was appointed a Queen’s Counsel, In 
1856 hoe was solicited by the present Pre 
mier of Canada, Sir JohnA. Macdonald, to 
enter his Government as Minister of Agri- 
culture, and 1857 he was elected to a seat 
in the Legislative Council for the electoral 
division of Rideau. In 1858 he was trans- 
ferred to the Crown Lands Department. In 
1861 he was one of the delegates to Eng- 
Inud = to’ consider =the question of 
the Intercoloniul Railway, and soon after 
his return he was appointed Chancellor ot 
what was then Upper Canada, a position he 
has since occupied with credit to himself 
and his native Province,

Kungston and Madoc Railway. 


The Kingston Whig of the 9th says :— 


“On Saturday evening, 6th Nov., ata 
meeting of the Kingston Branch of the Board 
of Provisional Directors at the Kingston and 
Madoc Railway, Mr. T. W. Nash, P. L. S., 
in attendance by invitation, in order that 
he might receive the necessary instructious 
for the surveyors necessary to be made and 
described in the Bill to be lald before the 
Ontario Legislature, to provide for a charter 
forthe road. Mr. Nash started on his pre- 
liminary survey yesterday, and is expected 
to report himself again in about ten days. 

“Tt is understood that Sydenham has been 
agreed on as one ef the important connections 
of the route, and Tamworth as well, but the 
route between these points remains a matter 
of consideration, in the decision of which Mr. 
Nash’s recommendation, after a practical ex- 
amination, will have great weight. Moscow 
and Centreville, in Camden, are points spoken 
of for connections, but no decision will be 
arrived at yet between them, All that is 
now required is to name the leading points at 
which it is proposed to touch, ‘The inter- 
vening routes are left wholly at the dispos!- 
tion of the directors and engineers of the 
road. 

“We may etate that it fa not the inten- 
tion of the Provisional Directors to ask the 
City Council to submit the $50,000 bonus by- 
lawto the people until the charter of the 
road had been secured, and they are able to 
show a substantial beginning of the project.”

We do not belong to the class who affuct 
to think that every farmer's daughter! » 
farmer's wite ; but we do belony to the small 
class who believe that there is a day coming 
when the success!ul farmer will rank among 
men as men-of science and culture now do; 
when to be known asa successful agricultur- 
ist will be synonymous with bolng known 
as a man of learning and skill, a philosoplier 
and scientist, Wo await the day with con- 
fidence—witlt the greater confidence because 
every year makes agriculture more and more 
a businefa involving the skillful and systema- 
de use of capital, a thorough knowledge of 
natural elements and the laws which control 
them, and a powerof generalization and 
observation which inheres only in the best 
and most active mind.— Rural New Yorker.

Our esteemed fellow citizen, James Reed, 
wus the first merchant who gave George 
Peabody credit. The purchase was for a 
~ thousand dollars, half of it on credit, The 
amount was promptly paid, and the trans~ 
action led to along business relation and 
life-long tnendship. 

Two gentlemen are living who were 
friends ot Mr. Peabody in boylood,wad who 
willingly paid hisshare of the cost of sailing 
and fishing parties, ten pins, &., during 
the war of 1812-14—his excellent company 
being considered more than an offset to his 
lack of funde 

The late Rey, Daniel Dana,D, D,,of New- 
buryport,was the clergyman whose preach- 
ing first attracted Mr. Pesbody’s attention 
when alad. Mr. Dana was uncle to Mr. 
Samuel T. Dana, of this city, who has been 
Mr, Peabody's agent of late years. 

Mr. Peabody did not bestow many gifts 
to relieve individual poverty or distress,— 
He thought that much of the money thus 
contributed, only tended to increase the 
evil it sought to alleviate.

Mr. Gindstone’s Speech at the 
Lord Mayor's anqguet, 


Lonvon, Noy. 9th, (midnight). 
The inaugural banquet of the Lord Mayor 
of London took place to-night at Guildhall, 
The members of the Ministry, Foreign Am- 
bassadors, and a large and distinguished 
company were present. 
Mr, Guapstone replied to the toast to 
“Her Mnjesty’s Ministers.” On rising he 
was loudly cheered. He returned thanks 
for the honor, and said the good feeling of 
the citizens towards the Government was a 
good omen, and indicative of the common 
sentiment pervading the land. He contin- 
ved: hatever the tendencies of modern 
civilization, whatever its triumphs may be, 
Ido not undervalue them. They have not 
had, nor are they likely to bave, in our day 
or in our children’s, the effect of lightening 
the responsibilities of the Government, As 
the standard of our ideas and wants is 
raised, 80 is raised and oxtended the de- 
mands on those in office, It is toendeavor 
to give such a shape to Legislation and 
public policy a# may correspond to that 
elevated standard, Every social exigency 
Causes us Lo rely more on the indulgence of 
our countrymen to give heart and energy to 
our efforts, and to pardon and torgive our 
shortcomings, It is satisfactory to know 
that throughout the country one sentiment 
prevails in respect to the Queen, the law 
and institutions of this country. But do 
not let us seek fall consolation in binding 
ourselves to that island sacroas,the channel 
which has long beep united to usia politi 
cal and legislative bonds. How melancholy 
in the face of this great assembly, to be 
compelled to confess that that island,which 
we have governed for over 700 years, and 
over which we have exercised almost un 
bounded power, has not yet fulfilled the 
first conditions of a civilized community, 
has not been brought into harmony with 
our laws and institutions, It is almost un 
necessary to remind you that we were called 
into office in connection with this import- 
aut crisis in the affairs of Ireland—a crisis 
in which the mind of the country was more 
seriously addressed than formerly, towards 
making endeavors to put an end to what 
has been a problem and n speck on the fair 
fame of our country for so many genera~ 
tions. In Ireland we see society socially 
diseased; we see the people of noble capa 
city and quick susceptibility, whoee heart 
in many cases does not beat with warm and 
lively attachment to her sister countries, 
and who do not in all respects yield to the 
authority of the laws which we gladly 
recognize on this side of the Channel, This 
year has been marked by the augmentation 
of agrarian outrages from which this 
country is singularly free, The general 
tendencies to crime there acquire paintul 
notoriety and strike the hearts of English- 
men witha deadly chill. As to the causes 
of these outrages it would probably be 
premature and difficult now to decide, To 
those connected with these outrages I would 
suggest that is not the way to obtain suc- 
cess in the Legislature. The committers of 
the outrages are enemies to the interest 
of the country. We are glad to be clivered 
in our endeavors to give to Ireland the 
strength and unity which a considerable 
part of Ireland now enjoys, For that end 
we shall labor, encouraged by our generous 
countrymen. In regard to our foreign pol. 
icy it would be idle to say that this depart- 
ment of affairs has smull interest for 
England. Importunate interference I hope 
we shall always avoid ; ameddlesome and 
ambitious desire for influence wo slall 
always forawear; but the sentiment of true 
brotherhood for those countries with which 
we are united by so many costly ties every 
monarch is bound to cultivate, und sheuld 
not venture to renounce. Happily we are 
discouraged {rom prosecuting quarrels with 
the whole world in general, haying none to 
rosecute; but the friendly assistance of 
ingland, though not obtruded, is always 
ready when sought for, and has had no 
small influence in allaying quarrels and 
compromising differences which huve, and 
might have arisen, in various parts of the 
world. His noble colleague, Lord Claren- 
don, since his return to the foreign office, 
had received liberal and handsome ac- 
knowledgments for his contributions 
towards the accommodation of such dif- 
ferences, One partial exception I ought to 
make, and it is an exception which is of 
the deepest interest to Englishmen, nimely, 
our relations with America; but there is no 
occasion on which I could more appropri- 
ately refer to these relations or better des- 
cribe them than as those of peace and 
concord, Were I to attempt to depart 
from that friendly strain I should be 
admonished to judge more correctly and to 
speak more wisely by an event which has 
happened within this city dunng the last 
few days, I refer to the déath of Mr, Geo. 
Peabody, a man Whose splendid benefuc- 
tions willsecure immortality for bis name 
in that which he regarded as his old 
mother country, but whose famo, likewise, 
and in ao broader sense, is applicable to all 
humanity. Te has taught us the most 
needful lesson—how a man can be master

Local Superintendent of Schools It is 
not our purpose to attempt to convince the 
public that the Superintendent has done 
his duty, for that would be to insult the 
common sense of nine-tenths of the com 
munity who are at all acquainted with 
the facts of the case. The whole matter 
lies in a nutshell. 

A Local Superintendent of Schools is 
Appointed by the Board whose duties are 
detined by the Statute, and further by o 
By-Law of the Board. These duties are 
comprehensive in their character, as the 
very term of Superintendent indicates ; he 
is clothed with great powers, and besides 
having large discretionary powers” is 
obliged to pertorm certain duties as laid 
down by a By Law of the Board; amongst 
other things, to “make a thorough and 
“ faithful report of the progress of the 
* Scholars ;” to " examine the system of 
* instruction pursued,” ‘ the character and 
* condition of the buildings and premises ;” 
to offer such advice as he may deem proper 
“ and report the same to the Board.” 

To the face of these plain instructions,the 
very men whe appoint him, the very men 


who ure bound by their declaration of office 
us well as by every consideration of honor, 
to see that these instructions are faithfully 
curried out and these duties performed, 
eo far forget themselves ns to coolly 
and deliberately adopt a report which says: 
“Your Committee regret that the Local 
‘Superipteadent should haye thought it 
“expedient to give his advice and opinion 
“ respecting the enlargement of Schools,and 
“the extension and non-extension of the 
“ present School system,” and then add the 
uncalled for insult: “It will be well tor the 
* Superintendent to confine bimself to what

Without inquiring as to the trath or false~ 

hood of what has been told them, some con~ 

siderable excitement began to manifest itself 
among them ever since the news of the bar- 
gain and ealeof the company’s rights reached 
us. Reports of various kinds have been flying 
about as to thelr intentions in the matter,but 
as many of them seemed too incredible for 
belief, we waited quietly to see what the ter 
mination would be ; relying upon their 
vense when they should calmly think the

Week before last they despatched a couple 
of agents among the English speaking por- 
tion of our people who live upon the Red 
River below this place, We were down im~ 
mediately after, and found that they had not 
met with a single sympathizer along the 
whole line of their peregrinations. A flying 
rumor then began to prevail that the French 
intended to stop Governor McDongall whilat 
en route to the Settlement trom Pembina and 
to prevent him from coming in at all unless 
indeed be would accede to # long at of de~ 
mands, the most of which are too preposter~ 
ous toentertain,and many of which he will 
not have the power to grapt, This report, 
apparently of so serious an aspect, created 
little excitement, inasmuch that it was not 
credited, But intelligence of an unmiatake- 
able character reached this place on Friday 
last. On that dayinformation was laid be- 
fore the authorities, and was aworn to in the 
form of an affidavit, that the French wero 
already in arms upon the road between 
Stinking Riverand Pembina. That such of 
them as took an active part In the uprising 
wore adopting every precaution to intercept 
Mr. McDougall on his way in. They were 
fully orgiuized, and were sufficiently under 
military discipline to throw out scouts upon 
all the approaches to the settlement from the 
South, and to post plequets and sentries at 
night. These fellowa had billetted them- 
svlves upon the inhabitants at thelr various 
places of rendezvous. These parties being 
stationed at Stinking river, Scratching river, 
and near Pembina, severally. Upon iday 
last they throw a barricade across the road 
at Stinking river, and would allow none to 
pase until they had undergone an examina~ 
tion, Upon the arrival of the news con- 
siderable excitement was manifested, but no 
steps of any kind have been taken by our 
people, as they depend npona call from our 
authorities, 

‘The Councll of Assinibola mot yesterday to 
consider the mutter, and they used thelr 
utmost endeavors to porsuade the leaders of 
the movement to deat, bat without avail.

Storing Winter Apples. | 


T saw astatement that you made uso of 
about 2,000 bushels of apples a year and 
that you hardly Know whother they keep 
better if picked over when becoming a 
little specked or not, [have had an ox 
tended experience in keeping apples, and 
ain decidedly of the opinion that they keep 
far botter to put them into boxes or barrels 
as tight as they possibly can be made and 
keep them as much excluded trom air as 
possible, ‘They willcome out in the spring 
full and plump as whon taken from the 
tree, Many kinds, os the Talman sw 
Spitzenburgh, and thoye kinds that are not 
considered 8 long keepers and sbrivel 
badly will do well, treated in this way, I 
have found universally that they keep bet 
ter to let them lie without picking over, 
It is much better to pile them into a large 
bin across the cellar, day Bix or seven feet 
high and four or five feet wide, and cover 
up tightly than to lay them on shelves. — 
I once saw such a bin that a mun had kept 
through the winter. About tho first of 
April he thought he would open the win 
dows on the side of the cellar next the bin 
toletin the air thatthoy might keep bet- 
ter, Iwas at his place and he called my 
attention to the fact, Two windows just

over the bin were open about ten days or 
two weeks, and the apples exactly opposite 
the windows about one-third sotted for as 
much as afoot in depth, and the remain- 
ibe part on either side Were not rotted at 
all, 

Another instance; A neighbor of mine 
had about 500 bushels in a pile in a cellar, 
As they became a little specked he com~ 
menced picking over, when about half 
done got tired and concluded to let them 
go; when marketed ubout six weeks after 
found that about one-third of those pick- 
ed over were not fit for market, while all 
but about one-twentieth of the others were 
good, This 1 have seen in numerous in- 
stances, If you wish to try the experiment 
make a box as tight as a carpenter can 
make it, and when picking from the orchard 
fill it and nail it fast, Let it lie in the 
orchardjtill it is in danger of freezing then 
put itin the cellar, Putthe same quanti- 
ty on shelyes for trial. Iam pretty sure 
one experiment will convince.—[Harvey 
Smith on Laws of Life), 


Wintering Bees. 


‘To winter bees successfully in any cli- 
mate, you must give them plenty of food, 
where they can get it; a proper degree of 
warmth, and airto breathe, The warmth 
is best secured by having bees enough in 
every hive to make the cluster large enough 
to maintain its own heat. If the cluster is, 
small, it must be kept in a warm place in 
in the coldest weather, or it will grow 
smaticr and smallér until all are gone, 
There must not only be enough honey in 
the hive, but it must be so thatit cun be 
reached by the bees when it is cold, If it 
is over the bees, the heat from the cluster 
ascends to it, and it is always warm and 
ready for use, For this reason, I much 
rprefe hives that aretall in shape; in them 
the honey is stored at the top, and the bees 
naturally cluster below it, But if the hive 
1s low, long and wide, the bees cluster in 
such a way that the honey, instead of being 
above them, is at euch side, and in cold

To tule measures for the removal of pro- 
ducing causes of duaf-dumbness, &c., &,, is 
indeed a philanthropic work, and paramount 
to that Jabor of love which aims to mitigato 
human suffering, by special provision for 
their education, and training, cure, &c, 

The deaf mute, degraded as he is, by his 
uncontrolled passions, is frequently the vic~ 
tim of cruelty and injustice, and being 
wholly incapable when uneducated, of pro~ 
perly understanding, or duly appreciating the 
traths of religion, in respect of which he is 
even in a worse condition than our unciviliz— 
ed aboriginal inhabitants, Alone in the 
world, shut out from the privileges of social 
comiunications, with those around him, and 
by legal disabilities, debarred the right of 
holding property, signing a contract, deed, or 
will, or even recovering his hard earned 
wages, he claims in an especial manner the 
sympathies of all. 

‘The causes which have produced such « 
fourful deprivation of those faculties which 
minister to his happiness In this life,and buoys 
our hopes on a fulbliment of the promises of 
God as contained in His word of light and 
life, are as follows ;— 

1st. Intermarriage of Cousins. 

2nd, Family predisposition to give birth to 
Deaf mutes. 

8rd, Scrofulous affection, 

4th. Mental impression of women during 
the earlier period of pregnancy. 

‘Lhe result of the above causes is, with few 
exceptions, congenital’ deafness, (1, ¢.) born 
deaf, Accidental deafness acquired during 
jehildhood and boyhood,may be truly ascriba- 
ble to Bymatic diseases acting locally on the 
organs of hearing, as scarlet fever, measels, 
&c,, &c., and to sporadic diseases and acci- 
dents affecting the brain or nervous system,as 
typhus and other fevers, hooping cough, con- 
vulsions, fright, &., &c, It may be well to 
observe in this connection that medical men 
distinguished for research in Pathology and 
Physiological science, agree in classifying the 
various causes which produce loss of hearing 
before and after birth to the above mentioned 
diseases, My opinion is, that the parents of 
deaf mutes Jabour under some physical de- 
fect which is transmitted to the progeny,and 
that Bymatic und Sporadic diseases are not 


weather, when bees leave the cluster for 
food, they find it in frosty combs, and per 
ish inthe attempt to reach it. Bees in 
such hives must always be kept ina warm 
place. Nothing is colder than sealed honey, 
and too much of it ina hive leaves no 
place for bees to live comfortably in win- 
ter. If the colony ‘of bees is large, they 
will consume much of it between the time 
when they stop gathering in the fall, and 
severe weather, and thus empty space 
Wherein to stay through the winter. Many 
people forget that their bees breathe, and 
giveno ventilation to their hives. The 
moisture that accumulates for want of ven- 
tilution, causes mould; and, worse still, 
when severe weather follows warmer, this 
moisture freezes, and I have seen the whole 
mass of bees a golid lump of ice, An inch 
hole in the top of the hive would have 
saved the colony in this case, Such holes 
should be left in all the hives in the winter. 
The entrance should be very small; that a 
draft through the hive be avoided, It is 
doubtless a great saving of honey to put 
all bees in a dark house, or cellar, for the 
three most severe months—but, if this is 
not possible or convenient, allow from 
twenty to thirty pounds of honey to exch 
hive. Be sure that the bees are in good 
force, aud give ventilation without a dratt, 
and you may safely leave the hives out of 
doors. Thé hive should face north and be 
protected by u few boards or some corn 
fodder—not from the cold, but from the 
sun, which drawe many bees out in weather 
too cold to admit of their safe flight.— 
Coleman's Rural World. 


The Barley Crop. 


Up to November 2nd, the deliveries of 
Canuda Barley at Oswego were 1,998,000 
bushels againat 1,818,000 in 1867. The 
price however, presents a wonderful con- 
trasts, for whereas it ruled from 95 cents to 
$1 50 in Toronto durog September and 
October, 1868, it has never exceeded 80c 
this year, and a very considerable quantity 
hus been bought at about 60c. A state- 
ment of the quantities delivered in Oswego 
from Canadian ports to the first November, 
in cach of the following years, and the 
ruling prices for the season in Toronto, is 
as follows :

Father McMahon in New 
York. 
HIS STATEM ENT, 


Father McMahon received a public recep 
tion in New York, upon his release from 
the Penetentiary, Mayor Hall in the Chair. 


Ho was introduced to the audience 
amid a scene of the greatest excite 
ment, men cheering, and ladies waving 


their handkerchiefs, He advanced to the 
front of the stage and said ; 

Treturn you my sincere thanks for your 
kind invitation, and still kinder reception, 
Tshall never forget it, I suppose you all 
know about my long imprisonment and 
ngs. In June, 1866, I lefc Madi- 
una, to sce after the affairs of my 
brother who had died in Canada, T found 
myself on the Canadian side surrounded by 
soldiers of the Irish army. They stopped 
me, asked who I was, where I was going 
to, and what was my business, I told 
them, The inmoment they found IT was a 
4 priest, they explained who they were, 
What was their mission, and, saying they 
needed a chaplain, asked me to go with 
them, Asa Catholic priest, I at once said 
“Yea!” (Great cheering.) I went with 
them; was present at the battles of Lime- 
stone Ridge and Ridgeway, ministered to 
the dying soldiers of both sides, and, I 
trust, saved n few souls, What is there 
more noble than a soldier, what more ne- 
cessary, What more braye and generous, 
and IT would now ask what more just and 
right than to minister to him when wound- 
ed or dying, to save his soul or preserve 
his life? This was all I bave cone and all 
Thave suffered for, and I thank God I had 
fortitude enough to do so, My medical 
adVisers in this oity and Philadelphia can- 
not allow me to spenk much, and thesecre 
tary, Mr. Daly, will read you my statement, 
T have only tosay that I did my duty asa 
priest on the battle fieldand I did no more, 
(Cheers.) 

Mr, Peter Daly then read the following 
statement ; 

Lapizs AND GENTLEMEN: When I re: 
ceived the kind invitation to meet with 
you to-night and discuss the justice of my 
arrest, trial, sentence of death, imprison- 
ment, and tortures inflicted upon me by 
English officials in Canada, I hesitated 
wherher 1 should accept or decline it, Not 
that I would shrink from any sacrifice— 
even death, if necessary—to give my native 
land liberty, or preserve it in this, the Jand 
of my adoption, But, if freedom of speech, 
guaranteed and pledged to me here in the 
United States, makes me a tellon when- 
ever I treaa the soil over which that tyran 
ical emblem, the English flag, floats, that I 
should decide cnrefully ere I exercise the 
freedom of speech so far as to criticise the 
acts of the English government, or royal 
offsprings, and willing minions, Canadian 
officials, no one will deny. Ihave weighed 
the matter well, and decided that it 
was my duty to come here to-night 
and lay before you Canadian justice —so 
called—as administered by Bughish officials, 
not only upon Irishmen, but Americans 
aswell, when the tranquility of English 
despotism is disturbed, either by their 
speeches or acts, Although the United 
States government has been and is tardy jn

behalf of her citizens, I firmly believe the 
day is rapidly approaching when England 
will be compelled, not only to recognize 
and respect the rights of American citizens 
but the right to all people to self govern - 
ment. Thus believing, I have decided to 
excise freely and fearlessly my right as an 
American citizen upon American soil, to 
discuss English officials, treatment of 
American citizens, and the injustice of their 
imprisonment. In the early part of June, 
1806, with the permission of Bishop Luers, 
I set out from Madison, Indiana, to visit 
Montreal, Canada, to arrange the affairs 
of my then deceased brother, Peter \.cMa- 
hon, When I reached Fort Brie,Canada, I 
was met by several officers of the Irish 
army,commanded by General John O'Neil 

They questioned me as to who I was,where 
T was trom and where I was going. I briefly 
answered their questions, When they learn- 
ed that Iwas a clergyman they informed me 
me who theywere and the mission they were 
on,and asked me if I would go with them.as 


by any uct violate International, English or 
Canadian law, The testimony first intro- 
duced in my behalf was a letter from 
Bishop Leurs, the Bishop of the diocese 
where [ was located aa parish priest, show- 
ing that he had given me permission to 
visit Montreal on matters pertaining to the 
death of my brother, A letter from my 
bishop to the clergyman of Bt. Jacques, 
stating that L was on my way there, was 
also laid before the court, but was not per- 
mitted to be read, Evidence was intro- 
duced on my behalf, also proven by two 
witnesses for the prosecution, that when 
arrested I was armed—armed with what 
every Catholic priest is armed with when 
Visiting the sick or attending the dying — 
the blessed sacrement and holy oil, With 
evidence of my character and calling, my 
defence was closed, and the case given to 
the loyal jury—not packed ; forjas Webster 
describes them, it 3s unnecessary to pack 
English or Scotch slaves to convict Am- 
erican citizens, more especially if they hap 

pen to be of that land that never lets, nor 
never will let, England rest uotil she bas 
freed Ireland, Did you anticipate the yer- 
dict? Certainly you did. You knew it before 
you read it jn the press, as my counsel and I 
Knew it before it was announced, I was found 
guilty on the 12th of November, 1866, and 
sentenced to be hung on the 18th of Decem- 
ber, 1866, just five weeks from the date of 
my conviction, In the outset of my state- 
ment I referred to my treatment while in 
prison previous to my trial, aud, with your 
kind permission,l will resume and conclude 
the statement of the treatment Lexperienced 
during my imprionmentand up to the mo- 
mept of my release. After conviction and 
sentence ef death, I was burried back to 
prison, Great care was taken to keep me 
secure, as there were rumors of au attemp 

to rescue mo. This precaution was exer— 
cised until the clemeney of the crown chang- 
ed the mode of killing me from hanging 
to slow death by torture and starvation in 
Canadian dungeons for life. They began the 
Starving process immediately after my death 
sen(ence Was changed from the gallows to 
death jn the duogeon, For breakfast the 
prison official brought a stipulated quantity 
4 pint, for it was precious, called coffee, 
avd a piece of baked bran, called bread. 
This stuff it was impossible to use; starva- 
tion was preferable, I refused and would 


they needed the servicesofachaplain, I.be- 
eing aclergymanand an Irishman, of course 
answered yes, and went with them, At 
the battle of Limestone Ridge the wounded 
and killed on both sides was one hundred 
and twenty—thirty of the Irish soldiers and 
ninety of the English forces, As a clergy- 
man and man of peace, I attended the 
wounded and dying of both armies, As 
an Irishman and an enemy to tyrants and 
tyranny, I attended first the wounded and 
dying of the Irish army, who were fighting 
for’ liberty and Erin, The English 
troops were routed and driven to Ridgeway 
four miles from where the firet battle took 
place. Here they haulted ; but, learning 
that General O'Neill and his fo were fol- 
lowing them up, and knowing that there 


is no rest for the wicked, they took 
to ther heels again, leaving a por 
tion of their wounded bebind. My 


services were again required, not only for 
the Irish soldiers, wounded and dying,who 
were brought to Ridgeway, but for many 
of the English troops, who were stricken 
down from exhaustion, caused by making 
such good time running from the victorious 
and pursuing Irish army, While in the 
company of and curing for the wounded 
and dead of both armies, I was arrested by 
six of lor Majesty's soldiers, who believed 
in, and practiced the day before,the muxim, 
“He wio tights and rans away, lives to run 
again some other day.” When arrested, I 
was taken to the new Toronto jail,atrippod, 
and forced into an ice-cold water bath; 
there I was kept one hour, which resulted 
in sending me to thé hospital, with chille 
and fever, where [remained nearly four 
months. From there I was taken to the old 
Toronto jail, and there kept ontil T was 
brought totrial. I was tried before Justice 
Jobo Wilson, Now bear with me for afew 
moments, sod you will loara what Joho 
Wilson's justice was, { was arraigned on 
three charges: Firat—1 was an American 
citizen; Second—I must haye went to Van- 
ada with boatilo intent; Third —That I was 
in company with evil disposed persons in 
Canada, The jurors summoned to try mo 
wore English and Scotchmen, The witness: 
es Introduced by the prosecution ware ten 
in number—but equal to a hundred in 
awearing—who teatitied that they hoard me 
titled Father MoMation, and my drees de 

noted that T was a clergyman; that they 
saw mo administering to the wounded and 
dying of both armics. The soldiora who 
arrosted mo testifled—for they could nor 
do otherwise, as hundreds of the Oanadiuns 
saw and know it—that whon they arrested 
mo I was found incompany with the wound 
ed and dead, Here the proaseution, but 
not the peracoution, close 1, This, aa [have 
stated it,was tho case of the Canadian Bag 
lish Government against me, My counsel, 
Mr. Cameron, would have reated my cave 


not use it, Dinner, consisted of a cup ot 
soup which I’m sure was innocent of ever 
being in company with meat, was accept— 
able, not because it was fit for a human 
being but necessity forced me to welcome 
even that dinner, which was an improve- 
ment upon the breakfast I rejected, Then 
came supper, which was different from 
dinner and breakfast, by being worse than 
both. Thesupper was brought and left 
with me in my dovgeon over night. This 
was a great source of annoyance, as my cell 
was infested with rats, Thesupper brought 
and left in my cell was the signal for the 
rats to congregate there and entertain them 
selves in royal style upon the delioucies of 
the season I have described, snd furnished 
by Her Majesty's butler, the warden of the 
prison, Isuffered so much from the rats 
And vermin brought together in this 


way thatItold my jailer I did not use 
the supper rations, and that it wus 
fiinnecessary to bring them, He then 
stopped bringing supper rations, but 


whether he learned or surmised why I ob- 
jected to the rations being lett in my cell 
over night I know not. Butin ashort time 
he resumed the custom, snd continued to 
do so untill was released, I think I am 
justified in charging my jailor with seeking 
to torture me at night as well as by day, 
by swarming my dungeon with rats aod 
vermin, In the winter months, I was sub 
jected to cold water baths, which always 
resulted in sending me to the hospital. 
One instance in particular: onthe 2od of 
February, 1867, which is supposed to be 
the coldest winter month in Canada, I was 
taken from my cell, slp ped cropped, and 
shaved, in the presence of several (Hoglish) 
military officers who were visiting the vis 
iting the prison; then forced iuto'a cold 
water bath, kept there upwards of an bour, 
during which time the English officers and 
my jailors indulged in the lowest aud cours- 
est kind of levity, unfit to be repeated here, 
This bath brought on a severe cold and 
fever, which confined me to the hospital 
tor nine weeks, ‘The cell or dungeon which 
I was confined in had all the modern im- 
rovements of torture, It was eight feet 
ong, barely high enough to allow me to 
stand erect, and only twenty-eight inches 
wide, ‘This coffin was so constructed as to 
event ventilation jn summer and permit 
winds of winter to play “Rule Britan- 
through the doors and bars. This 
treatment was eUrely doing the work my 
English torturers expected—hastening me 
to my grave, So apparent and shocking 
were their cruelties.that Doctor Dixon, the 
prison physician, was at last compelled to 
cry out against ity and ‘reported to the chief

McMahon's Statement. 


REPLY OF T. J. O'NEILL 
(From the Ottawa Citizen.) 

Srm, Ihnve just read, and with some 
surprise IT confiss, an address delivered in 
New York, reported to have been the pro- 
duction of the Reveeond John McMahon, 
Intely liberated trom the Kingston Pent 
tentiury. 

Tcisstrange indeed, that sufferings of 
the nature represented, should have becn 
borne with so much patience, for the long 
period of two or three yenrs and not cticit 
& complaint, and that, in not 4 single 
Instunce have they reached the earg of the 
Directors, Warden, or other officers of the 
prison, The whole story would seem like 
the hallucinations of a distempered mind, 
were it not that, amongst a class with 


whom ubuse of Britain and Britishjinstita 
tions is always a telling subject, such an 
address as Father McMuhon’s may prove a 
baying speculation, 

Now, the actual facts of Father Mc- 
Mubon’s case are, that from the hoor he 
entered the prison uowb he was liberated, 
he never did one day’s labor, He was 
saved trom contact with the convict muss 
by being kindly sent by the Warden, xt 
once, to the Catholic Chapel, where hie 
whole duty was simply to read his brevia- 
ry, or any book from the library—which 
was oder bis bands, During my pumer 
ous yisits I never saw bim engaged at 
labor of any kind, Once Isaw him with a 
broom in hund, but whether he had been 
using it, or intended to use it, I could not 
say. 

Had Father McMalion but an ordinary 
share of gratitude, he would have abstain- 
ed from stating such baseless calumnies, 
sensible that he was only prisoner in that 
vast multitude, of those able to work, who 
wasexempt from labor of aome kind or 
other. 

In no prison on this continentare prison 
ers better treated than at the Kingston 
Penitentiary ; In Englund none, I believe, 
So well, The diet is better than the sol- 
diersof the British army enjoy. Their 
clothing und bediling is comfortable and 
abundant, und always suited to the seasons. 
In a word, I would ask Father MeMahon 
what ling been left undone which could 
contribute to the moral or physical nd= 
vancement of the convicts? He could 
hardly state the omission, und yet, he ines 
to excite ill feeling and hostility, a class of 
persons already ill-natured enough against 
everything British and Canadian. 

Is such, I would ask, the patience, the 
forbearance, tue forgiveness of a good 
priest? 

He knows that for the benefit of the 
conyicts # physician of the highest emi- 
nence is attached to the prisou. A Catho 
lic and a Protestant chaplain, Who inces— 
santly lubor forthe spiritual improvement 
of their respective flocks. A schoolmaster 
is engaged trom morning uoul night in the 
instruction of both young and old. The 
female convicts lave a Catholic matron ; 
whilst the Protestants have — their 
Protestant ones, Of the Keepers and 
Guards, some thirty are Catholics fearless, 
upright, conscientious men, who, if they 
err at all, do on the side of hamanity to 
wards the conyicts, by occusionally over- 
looking faults when they are thought to 
occur ratherby accident than bad intention. 

A library of Catholic books is provided 
for the Catholes, and of Protestant books 
for the Protestanis, with «a considerable 
pumber of miscellaneous books common to 
both, Those who distinguish themselves 
by their good conduct and industry, enjoy 
the reward of occupying lighted wing of 
the prison in which they have permission 
to read until half past nine o'clock wt night. 
They walk in the prison square on Sunday 
afternoons. They bave the privilege of 
writing their letters ip the main ball, in 
association (but silent) when all is still and 
quiet, and in addition, their good conduct 
and industry are made the means of earn~ 
ing thu remission of a sixth part of their 
sentence, 

Will Father McMahon deny that those 
privileges exist, or that they are enjoyed by 
all who earn them withodt partiality or 
distinction of race, color, religion, or na~ 
tionality. 

For over thirty years the doors of the 
Penitentiary have stood open to admit every 
yisitor, whether for curiosity or for critical 
inspection, that desired admission. Ts it 
not strange that in all that time the cruelty, 
tyranny, and ill-usuage complained of have 
never come to light, Those, of the United 
States who have visited it, hhye been no 
leas eloquent in praise of its management, 
‘han the inhabitants of the British Pro- 
inees, or thoxe from abroad. 

The charges made against the Periten- 
tiary and its conductors are simply the 
fancies of Father McMahon's heated in- 
agination, and to undertake to refate them 
would be aimply absurd, Hé ia butapeak- 
ing for « purpose, and he knows the sub 
ject that will take best with his auditory. 
Hia stories of the food are untruths io tact, 
For several months the ment used daily by 
the convicts ling cost ten dollara per hun= 
dred pounds, and the flour is of an equal 
quality with that used by the highest offi- 
cers of the prison, The bran bread 18 no 
more than the bread of pure flour with the 
bran unsifted from it, nod such mais served 
in the best hotels of the country ay the 
ordinary brown bread, The rate exiat only 
in tho poor pricat’s dreams, for more than 
a solitary rat or mouse ruuning thronrh the 
corridora in the course of montha is not 
known. It is not impossible but such a 
visitor might make his way to the lower 
part of tho building, aa in pena houses, 
bay T repeat sugh occurs only at long in= 
tervals, Tho cave of the bath 1 intitled to 
equal credit to the rat story, 

Now how grave iv not the refletion on

relation to the law of evidence went into 
operation on the 2nd inst, in England, in the 
Divorce Court, under the 82 and 88 Vict, 
chap. 63, It 1s as follow Tho parties in 
any proceeding instituted in consequence of 
adultery, nnd the husbands or wives of such 
parties, shal] be competent to give evidence 
in such proceedings. Provided, that no 
witnesses in any proceeding, whether a party

Ma. Eprton,—My reminiscences of 40 years 
ago bas brought mo a letter from an old friend, 
Jumes Bickford, Esq., of Oswego, and thinking 
it might be interesting to some of your readers, 
I give you the greater portion of it for publica- 
tion. Mr. Bickford says, in reference to some 
of my letters, as follows :— 

“T think as far as you go, you aro quite cor- 
rect in your history of Methodism, but I could 
go back to the time I first came into Belleville 
in 1818, The only place of worship was a small 
school house near the old M. E, Church.” (The 
yery old dilapidated school house I wrote 
about.) ‘In 1819, I think, Mr. Reynolds with 
the holp of a few others built the first Mothodist 
Church. The Church of England was built soon 
We had many glorious meetings in the 
old Chapel, and o quarterly meeting was in 
thoso days a great event, bringing out the 
old yeterans of the cross for forty milos, and we 
neyer expected one to close until some souls 
were converted.

Wooden Kailways. 


The following discussion on Wooden 
Railways, took place on the 16th ins, in 
the Ontario Legislature. 

Mr. CARNEGIE moved the appointment 
of a Select Committee to enquire into and 
report upon the usetaluess and cost of 
wooden railways, a& & means of furthering 
the settlemen’ of the country ; said Com- 


Graham (Hastings), Jraig 
Cockburn, Sinclair, Greely, Hooper,Calvin, 
and the mover, He said tis object in 
muking this motion was to bring prowi- 
nently beture the House the subject of 
wooden railways, a8 a cheap and ayailuble 
means of furthering the speedy settlement 
of the country, and also that this House 
might, through a committee of its members 
thoroughly examne into the ments and 
demerits of these rounds. If the report 
should be favorable it would, no doubt, be 
of great nssistance to those who were pro 
moting such railways: while, if unfayor- 
able, ic might on the other hand be the 
meuns of preventing the useless expend iture 
ofe very large amonnt of money. At the 
present time throughout the country, from 
one end to the other, projects of this kind 
were springing up. It would bo not 
only unnecessary, but an yosult to the intel. 
legance of hon, gendemen, that he should 
tuke up their time in discussiag the advan 
tages which must inevitably flow from the 
construction of railways through the newly 
settled parts of the country, As to that,he 
thought there could not be two opinions;
